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The following Preamble and Resolution were adopted at a 
meeting of Hottanp Loner, No, 8, on the 23d of July, 5855 : 


Wuereas, This has always been an order-loying and law- 
abiding Lodge; and, 


Wurreas, Our assembling on the 9th inst. to receive from 
the M. W. Grand Master our present authority to meet as a 
Lodge, is an evidence that due discretion has not been ob- 
served in the admission of members; and, 


Wuerras, The fact, that so few, who had been five years 
members of the Order, have united with their erring brothers 
in their disorderly conduct, in proclaiming themselves free 
and independent of all Grand Lodges, should rather excite our 
sympathy than our censure, for those who have erred; and, 


Wuereas, We should throw the glorious mantle of our 
Order, “ Charity,” over those who have followed their leaders 
in this gross act of insubordination—cover up their errors, and 
extend the hand of fellowship, rather than condemn; and, 
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Wuerras, All Masonic doings, particularly in the city é 
New York, become matters of history; and those who sna 
succeed us, will herealter look back and douht the truth és 
our record, that any Master Mason could possibly have so Fs 
forgotten his obligations as such, and obtained an improper 
influence over the younger members, which we have seen, 


and regretted; and, 


Warrnas, A faithful record for the benefit of the future, 
should, if possible, at all times and under all circumstances, 
be kept, not for the benefit of the future alone, but that the 
innocent may not be classed with the guilty, when this unfor. 


tunate occurrence shall be spread before the Masonie world ; 
Therefore, 


Resorvep, That a Committee be appointed to take the 
whole subject in charge—collect and collate all facts and cir- 
cumstances relating to the recent outbreak in this Lodge, and 


teport the same at their carliest convenience. 


In accordance with the spirit of the foregoing Preamble 
and Resolution, the Committee presented the following Re- 
port, which at a regular meeting held in Feb. 26, 1856, was 
ordered to be published. 


REPORT. 


We find from the past history of Holland Lodge, which 
was founded on the 20th day of September, 1787, (A. L.5787) 
that she has in truth and in deed, in the language of the pre- 
amble to the resolution, ‘always been an order-loving and 
law-abiding Lodge;” and that up to a recent date, a period 
of nearly sixty-eight years of uninterrupted peace and harmony 
has prevailed in her councils, She has numbered with her 
founders and subsequent brethren, many of the most distin- 
guished, alike for their moral worth and Masonic zeal; Men 
who counseled well for their State, their country and their 
Lodge—ever ready to whisper good counsel in the ear of a 
brother; Men who never lost sight of that wise admonition, 
which we find was printed on the first page of the old By- 
Laws of this Lodge: “My son forget not my law, but let 
thine heart keep my commandments, and remoye not the an- 
cient landmarks which thy fathers have set.” 

Yes, brethren, these elements constitute harmony. Such 
men, soil not the ermine or the lambskin, but are fit workmen 
on the Temple. With unfaltering step and strict adherence 
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to the ancient landmarks and constitutions of the Order, and 


dae obedience to ediets of the Mother Lodge, strifes and 


bickerings had no place within ber portals. 

Thus has Holland Lodge paused through the many severe 
ordeals to which the Order has been sul,jected—warding man- 
fully the blow struck by her Amti-Masonic opponents in 1827+ 
at our beloved institution—withstending the opposing forces, 
and guarding well her gates; existing undisturbed in harmony, 
while two Grand Lodges existed—undisturbed, when in June, 
trand Lodge; undisturbed, 


1827, they were united as one 
when there was a self-constituted body in our midst, under 
the name of St. John’s Grand Lodge; undisturbed, while 
another hydra arose trom the disturbed elements of insubordi- 
nation and rebellion, known almost every wheie and recognized 
almost nowhere, as the Phillips’ Grand Lodge. 

How is it now? Why—we are led to enquire, and the 
whole Masonic fraternity, after learning our past history, will 
be led to unite in the enquiry—Why should Holland Lodge, 
after sixty-eight yeais of peace and haimony witbin her gates, 
and a peaceable witness of strifes sud dissensions without, 
be found with her altar fires extinguished, her temple in con- 
fusion, and a few of her brethren, grouping together as though 
just emerging from the storm of revolution and revolt, from 
which they had escaped, again forming and arranging their 
columns, as they did on the 9th of July last? It was to receive 

JSrom the Most Worshipful Grand Master our present authority 
to meet as a Lodge, granted by him on the petition of some of 
us, who still thought it better to abide by first principles—go 
forward and sustain, rather than revolutionize and fall back 
upon them.

The prophetic vision of a Past Grand Master saw what 
was to take place in Holland Lodge—saw that her Temple 
was to be rent asunder; the woe was announced, and the rea- 
sons why such dire calamity should and would befall her were 
so clearly given, that we deem it proper to state the fact, as re-

We are led to the charitable conclusion, that 
the members, many of them at least, did not understand the 
actuating cause and preconcerted plans of the leaders in this 
movement, but from some supposed wrong, strongly enforced 
by the forensic eloquence of a prominent brother and the sanc- 
tion and gavel of a disappointed Master, gave their sanc- 
tion to an error—fatal to the Lodge, themselves, their obliga- 


tions as Master Masons, and the discipline and integrity of the 
Order. 


We deem it proper to state, that in the movement made 
by that portion of Holland Lodge, those who have declared 
against the authority of the Grand Lodge, and who must be 
considered as belonging to no organization having a superior 
jurisdiction, still continue to call themselves Holland Lodge, 
with the additional appendage of “A. Y. MI.” which we sup. 
pose to mean Ancient York Masons; a derivative authority and 
assumption of name, sufficient to make the distinction among 
Masons sufficiently plain, that Holland Lodge, No. 8, which 
we profess to represent, may uot be mistaken for a body of a 
clandestine or insubordinate character. 


We must express the opinion, that unless the Lodges under 
the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the State of New York 
and elsewhere, discountenance that body and their acts as scise 
matic and illegal, the vital principles of Free Masonry are sub-

the reasons which have induced Holland Lodge, No, 8, to de- 
clare herself free and indepeudent, but we no where, however, 
find in that resolution, that it was for the public, although it may 
be au appeal better suited to that portion of the public who are 
ever ready to sympathize with fillibustering movements and in- 
dependent organizations against good government, than to Ma- 
sonic brethren who have voluntarily enrolled themselves under 
one common banner, and determined to support, in all] its in- 
tegrity, the Constitution of the Grand Lodge. 

The first paragraph of their address, implies great anxiety, 
and efforts of honest meekness, to allay eight years of dissen- 
sions in the Masonic fraternity ; hence they come to the con- 
clusion, that if Holland Lodge, No. 8, should cast aside her al- 
legiance, and the whole fraternity be relieved by this declar- 
ation—her reputation would be restored, and the ancient 
landmarks and usages of the Order preserved. Here follows

The term “Clique” has its application somewhere; per- 
haps it may now be found to apply to those driven to that verge 
of despondency—that last resort, of banding together to des- 
troy the constituted author ity and the ground work of Masonic 
discipline—to declire to the world their independence, raise 
up a modern fabric patterned afier an ancient tower—and 
confound the universal language of Masonry. When their 
forbearance with their brethren “ ceases to be a virtue,” the 
monumental tower of their greatness will be left desolate, and 


its founders without @ vane 

By the language of their address a Clique has for the last 
twenty years governed us. Every true Mason attached to a 
subordinate Lodge, who bas been represented in Grand Lodge, 
is interested in this word “Clique;” for they say the “Clique 
nas done the mischief, and ruled the Grand Lodge. Brethren, 


have you ever sold your birthrights as Masons ! 


Peas Have you 
bartered away your obligations as Masons and become 
ss a 


“Clique” of disorganizers ! 


Will you accept this stigma upon 
your moral standing, and wholesale denunciation of your Mf 
‘ae 


sonie fidelity, as au excuse, for declaring themselves free and

independent? You, it is hoped, will exercise all charity and 
forbearance for their weakness, and so far as Masonic duty ig 


your monitor, grant them all the lenity that constitutional dig. 
cipline demands; further than this you cannot go; the doors 
of the Lodge should be faithfully tiled against all who declare 
such sentiments. 

The session of 1848 is pointed out in their address, and the 
designs of the “Clique” and the “ Perry Amendments” are 


dwelt upon at considerable length, which they denounce as 
“unwarrantable and anmasonic ;” as the effect of these amend- 


ments was to deprive “ Past Masters of rights they had ever 
held since the formation of the Grand Lodge in 1781, under 
plea that the Grand Lodge had become unwieldy, and it was 
necessary to disfranchise some of its members.” 

Ifby the “Clique” and “Perry Amendments” they mean the 
majority of Lodges and proposed amendments to the Constitu- 
tion—the complaint will be understood, and ample proof of 
those proceedings are to be found upon the records of the 
Gr. Lodge, They are well understood by our Masonic breth- 
ren at home and abroad, as having heen made agreeably with 
the furms, and according to the letter and spirit of the Consti- 
tutional regulations. 

If the rights of Past Masters in the State of New York, 
extended to 1781, it was when the Provincial Grand Lodge 
existed; as no Provincial Grand Lodge has existed in New York 
since June 1785, the time when the Grand Lodge of the State 
of New York was formed as an independent body, and invested 
with all the powers Masonically inherent in such body. That 
Past Masters have inherent, vested and inalienable rights or 

franchise, is merely an assertion, a doctrine without any autho- 
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rity, and no where to be found in the history of Free Masonry. 
It is certain that the practice varies; in some Grand Lodges 
and in others they are not; 


certainly equal representation isnot the parent of any such right, 
as is claimed for Past Masters, 


Past Masters are admitted to vote, 


Their committee evidently possessed but limited knowledge 
of the proceedings of the Grand Lodge in June, ’49. What 
they stale in relation to the votes for the amendments and their 
adoption, is calculated to lead the uninformed into one of two 
conclusions; either that the « simple assertion of the presiding 
officer, Grand Master Willard” was true, or admitted of doubt, 
They say “the only proof of their adoption, is the simple as- 
settion of Grand Master Willard, and that the Grand Secre- 
tary never announced the vote in Grand Lodge.” It is need- 
less for us to show what the facts were to well informed breth- 
ren; ample proof is on record; too many Masons who were 
present, still live, and will record the truth, We will, for the 
purpose of showing what the proceedings were, and what the 
Grand Master and Grand Sec’y did say in Grand Lodge, give 
the following extracts —“The Grand Secretary made the fol- 
lowing announcement, ‘Before proceeding to call the list of 
Lodges, I officially announce, as Grand Secretary, tothe M.W, 
Grand Lodge of the State of New York, that the amendments 
to the Constitution, in relation to Past Masters, proposed at 
the last annual June Communication, and which then received 
the affirmative vote of this Gr. Lodge, have since received the 
affirmative votes of a majority of all the Lodges under the 
jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, and have thereby become a 
part of the Constitution.” The Grand Master in his address 
said, ‘I have myself examined the certificates on file with the 
Grand Secretary, in which the action of the Lodges on this 
subject is certified, in the usual mode, to the Grand Lodge. 
From these it appears that fifty-nine Lodges have acted on the 
amendments; of which fifty-six Lodges have given to them 
the affirmative vote, Of the fifty-six Lodges which voted affirm. 
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atively on the amendments, the certificates show th 
y at

That the Grand uaiiconad Lodge eould or could not be 
dangerous to the “ Clique,” or the Masonie Fraternity, is not 
a sound reason for complaint, If it was abolished, as ch 
ciple in Masonry was disturbed or violated, for it held its ates 
only as a component part of the Grand Lodge by delegation 
According to the seventh Article of the Union of the Giana 
Lodges in England in 1513, it was declared by the United 
Grand Lodge of Ancient Free Masons of England, from and 
after the Union, that an annual appointment shall be made 
of Stewards, if necessary. We will only add in this connec- 
tion, that the will of the majority in this, as in other cases com- 
plained of. has been constitutionally exercised, and the Grand 
Stewards’ Lodge being comparatively modern, its abolition 
does not disturb any fundamental or ancient principle of the 
Order. 

If the Gr. Stewards’ Lodge has been abolished, the Grand 
Stewards’ are still retained—with limited powers, such as were 
intended, when they first had place in the Grand Lodge, their 
duties now, as then—* To have the immediate superintendence 
of the provisions to be made for festivals; and to perform the 
duties of a committee, in conjunction with the Grand Treasurer, 
when the Grand Lodge is in session; to hear the claims that 
are made for charity upon the funds of the Grand Lodge, and 
report thereon at the same session.” It does not clog the 
wheels of Masonic justice towards the brethren. It does not 
take any thing from the city brethren that of right belongs to 
them as almoners of Masonic charity; for when a claim is 
made for charity in the recess, the Grand Master, bis Deputy, 
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the Grand Wardens, or the Grand Secretary, can select three 
brethren, Past Masters, Masters or Wardens of Lodges, 
who shall be a committee to examine and report; and the 
Grand Treasurer shall pry 


nny draft upon him made by them. 
We know such is the Constitution, and the workings of it are 
the daily distribution of charity to the needy, dispensed with 
a liberal hand. 


If the assertion made by their committee, “ that so far as the 
acts of the Grand Lodge are concerned, the city Lodges are 
blameless, for at no period siuce 1827, have they held a major- 
ity, and that ifany wrong has been committed, their only offence 
is their submission to the wrong,” be true in all its parts, we 
are of the opinion that there would be no occasion for their 
appeal to their Masonic brethren “ ¢o examine carefully the posi- 
tion in which they have been placed.” 

It may be proper to refer back to the period 1827, and 
glance forward to 1854, briefly noticing some of the move- 
ments made, troubles encountered, and what has finally ter- 
minated in a declaration of independence—more baneful in 
its efleets, if generally adopted, thun any blow the Fraternity 
has ever received, even at the hand of its worst Auti-Masonic 
adversary. 

It must be kept in mind, that the Order in this State was 
but just recovering from the troubles of ’27, The scattered 
ranks of the faithful, who had, with quiet endurance, suffered 
the storm of persecution to pass over their heads, dormant for 
awhile, but not broken, by ils violence, were again arousing— 
when there arose an un{urtunate rupture, and in ’36 the sequence 
was the formation of a St. John’s Gr. Lodge. This again disturb 
ed the harmony of the Order, causing dissensions, and a spirit 
of rivalry rather than emulation, and charity—until about ’47, 
when new life appeared to animate the Order; new Lodges 
were called for, old Lodges were revived, and large accession 
of numbers made all over the State; prosperity and harmony, 
with work fitly joined together, again promised well for the

There were still two parties—the Grand Lodge of the Shire 


of New York, and the body called the « Phillips’ Grand 
Lodge.” The causes which led to the assumption of that 
name, are now maiters of history. Their right and title has 
been thoroughly examined by almost every Grand Lodge 
known, and so far as we are informed, that body has scarcely 
received a verdict which would entitle them to Masonic notice, 
The Committee’s Report of the Grand Lodge of England, 
hold the following language: “ The tawful act of constitutional 
authorities is entitled to respect, and, however upposed to the 
views of particular brethren, affords neither yround nor excuse 
for withdrawing from Masonic allegiance, or violating Masonic 
discipline. Yet we grieve to find that certain brethren, being 
opposed to the amendments, disturbed with most unseemly 
violence, the Grand Lodge of June, 1849, and have proceeded 
to the forms of electing a Grand Master and other Grand offi- 
cers, and constituting a Grand Lodge of their own, which, 
among other acts, has assumed to accredit a representative to 
the Grand Lodge of England.”—* It is too manifest for argu- 
ment, that such proceedings are directly at variance with uni- 
versal Masonic law; that these brethren had uo power to 
create a Grand Lodge; that all the acts of their pseudo Grand 
Lodge are, for every Masonic purpose null and void.” —" That 
the Grand Lodge, which hus for so many years subsisted in 
the State of New York, atill continues its functions—still pos- 
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Sesses, of right, an unimpaired jurisdiction, and still is within 
the local limits of that jurisdiction, the only Grand Lodge 
which can be Masonically recognized.” 

We think the language of that committee requires no ad- 
ditions for its application to the brethren of our own Lodge, 


who have withdrawn their allegiance and set up an indepen- 


dent organization.

their views beyond the present expedient, saw that such a 
measure zever could have emanated from the well wishers of 
the Grand Lodge, but from a “ power behind the throne moe 
potent than the throne itself.” Union is strength, but division 


js fatal to all governments. 
After the election in June, ’53, of Bro. Walworth, as Grand 


Master, the party in favor of a division saw their hopes fading ; 
being aware, that his long and well known standing as an 
estimable man, and able jurist, (having long served as Chan- 
cellor of the State,) and his reputation as a wise and dis- 
creet Mason, must strengthen and give character to the Grand 
Lodge, its deliberations and edicts. The next step toward 
a division, after having entered a protest against his installa- 
tion because of certain matters alleged to be Anti-Masonic— 
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which allegation he most positively denied before he would 
consent to be installed—was to protest against the installation 
and Secretary, Bro. Austin, on the ground that he

The differences, and hostility toward the Grand Lodge, its 


Grand Master and Grand Secretary, we are sorry to say, found 
advocates and participators in Holland Lodge, No. 8; and from 
the same source may be traced the origin of our present diffi- 
culty. 

This subject was brought before Holland Lodge, and re- 
terized to a committee, who reported at great length through 
their cheirman, W. P. M, Fawcett, adverse to the election of 
Grand Mester Walworth. This report, not being acceptable 
to most of the brethren, and considered out of place and in 
open violation of Masonic law, was strenuously opposed by 
the older members of the Order, and by their efforts immediate 
action was deferred till 2 future meeting. It was subsequemtly 
taken up, aud the whole matter deferred for one year. Sub- 
sequently, the party who still clang to their scheme, that to be 
united we must be divided, addressed a circular letter, under 
date of July 19, 1853, to R. W. Jos, D. Evans, Deputy Grand 
Master, This letter was from a committee on behalf of Inde- 
pendent Royal Arch Ledge, No, 2, and embodies the protest 
before mentioned against the installation of Gr.

This letter brought out one from this Lodge, signed by five 
of its members, nine days subsequent to the one from Inde" 
pendent Royal Arch Lodge, No, 2; and two years having 
clapsed since its appearance, we look with pride to the senti-

of the M. W. Grand Lodge, and co-workers with their breth- 
ren in their own Lodge, in the practice of the great and glo- 
tious principles of charity, brotherly love, relief, and truth—
